Death Rate Last 
Year Was Lowest 


W ashington, Ju ne 21 (IP)—'The 
censu s bu reau annou nced today 
the nation had its lowest death 
rate last y ear. 
The 1,380,986 deaths in 1938 
made an av erage of 10.6 p er 1,- 
000 p op u lation, shading the 10.- 
7 record of 1933 and contrasting 
with the modern high p oint of 
18.1 in the influ enza y ear of 
1918. 
One reason for the lower rate 
was a better record of sav ing 
babies. The m ortality rate of in­ 
fants u nder one y ear of age was 
redu ced to an all-tim e low of 
50.9 p er 1,000 liv e births. 
Forty -fiv e states and the Dis­ 
trict of Colu mbia shared in cu t­ 
ting down the death rate. Low­ 
est rates were 7 .4 in North Da­ 
k ota, 7 .8 in Ok lahoma and 7 .9 
in Sou th Dak ota. Highest death 
rates were 14.5 in Arizona, 14.0 
in New Mex ico, and 12.7 in the 
District of Colu mbia. 


W ashington, Ju ne 21 
(jP) — 
Prosp ects for enacting new mo­ 
netary , relief and tax legislation 
by Ju ne 30, when many adm in­ 
istration p owers in these fields 
ex p ire, became increasingly u n­ 
certain today as adv ocates of 
cu rrency ex p ansion and a do­ 
mestic silv er su bsidy held the 
senate floor.

He ex p ressed the op in­ 
ion tha t senators engaged in it 
were try ing to get the treasu ry 
to annou nce its new p rice for 
newly -mined domestic silv er. 
The treasu ry now is p ay ing 
64.64 cents an ou nce for su ch 
silv er, abou t 24 cents abov e the 
world p rice. Some senators hav e 
been ap p rehensiv e tha t Secre­ 
tary M orgenthau m ight redu ce 
this p rice after Ju ne 30. 
Adv ocates of an increased sil­ 
v er su bsidy , or at least continu ­ 
ation of the p resent su bsidy , are 
in an u nu su al strategic p osi­ 
tion becau se the adm inistration 
is anx iou s to get the monetary , 
relief and tax bills throu gh con­ 
gress within the nex t nine day s. 
Unless they are enacted by 
that time, the President’s p ower 
to op erate the $2,000,000,000 sta­ 
bilization fu nd and to dev alu e 
the dollar will ex p ire; WPA fu nds 
will be ex hau sted, and the gov ­ 
ernm ent will lose money from 
the ex p iration of ex cise tax es. 
Bark ley called the senate into 
session at 11 a. m., (EST) an 
hou r earlier than u su al, in an 
obv iou s effort to wear down the 
sp eec,h-mak ers. There was talk 
of night sessions, too, if the p ro­ 
longed discu ssion continu ed. 
The Democratic leader told re­ 
p orters tha t the situ ation “work s 
two way s” becau se, if a filibu ster 
p rev ents enactm ent of the mo­ 
netary bill by Ju ne 30, the treas­ 
u ry wou ld hav e no au thority 
after tha t date to p ay any p rice 
for domestic silv er higher than 
the world q u otation.

MORE FIELDS TO EXPLORE 
We hav e heard a great many low notes su ng 
of late y ears concerning the fu tu re of ou r y ou th, 
and esp ecially ou r college gradu ates. The hu mor­ 
ists hav e p oked gentle fu n at the boy with a 
u niv ersity dip loma taking a job at the corner 
filling station — althou gh there is of cou rse 
nothing lu dicrou s abou t earnest and honest work. 
We hav e been told that there is no fu tu re for 
the y ou ngster, ev en him with a good edu cation, 
becau se ou r frontiers hav e all been ex p lored and 
ou r v acant sp aces filled u p . Nothing is left, 
therefore, bu t a gradu al decadence of the Amer­ 
ican nation. 
This, to be su re, is the doctrine of the p essi­ 
mist, and of his socialist brother who thinks 
.that it is now the du ty of the gov ernment to take 
care of ev ery body and assu re him a liv ing. Bu t 
it is not the conv iction of the honest-to-good- 
ness American who still has faith in the old 
max ims abou t thrift, p ersonal ambition and 
sou nd thinking. 
It is therefore interesting to note what William 
Allen White, the Kansas p u blicist, in a recent 
address to the gradu ating class at Indiana u ni­ 
v ersity , said abou t the “Joe College” of the grad­ 
u ating class of 1939, whom he termed is as mu ch 
of a p ioneer as was Daniel Boone in the good old 
day s, and with ev en greater op p ortu nities. He 
said: 
“Joe College, great grandson of Daniel Boone, 
who u ncov ered the increment of land v alu es 
that made America comfortable for ou r grand­ 
fathers, is p lu nging ju st as definitely into the u n­ 
known as old Daniel stalked into the wilderness 
and raised his rifle ‘and another redskin bit the 
du st.’ The difference is that the American fron­ 
tier now lies in the laboratory of science.” 
Here is a tru th worth noting. America’s geo­ 
grap hic p ossessions are now ex p lored. Bu t the 
realms of science hold deep er and more p rom­ 
ising p ossibilities than did the wilderness of Ken­ 
tu cky and Indiana, more than a centu ry ago. 
What we need is p lu ck, p ersev erance and thrift. 
There is still p lenty * of room at the top . Bu t the 


su mmit of achiev ement cannot be reached by 
looking to Uncle Sam for su p p ort. 


A SOUR NOTE 
A sou r note was stru ck in the recent hands 
across the sea aria when Congressman Sweeney , 
of Ohio, sent to King George at the White Hou se 
a telegram demanding to know what John Bu ll 
,was going to do abou t p ay ing the fiv e and a 
half billion dollars which he owes u s. Mr. Swee­ 
ney sou ght to read the telegram into the Con­ 
gressional Record bu t Sp eaker Bankhead stop p ed 
him becau se he had consu med more than the 
one minu te of time allotted him on the floor of 
the hou se, and so “step p ed into the breach.” 
Mr. Sweeney ’s telegram stated that he was de­ 
manding as a rep resentativ e in the 
U. S. Con­ 
gress that the King state, since he was here on 
an official v isit, when we are going to get ou r 
money , and he inferred that if England can 
sp end a few million dollars a y ear for armaments 
and steamship su bsidy , something might be done 
abou t another down p ay ment on the war debt. 
It was only a few weeks ago that the newsp a­ 
p ers which recently hav e been “p lay ing u p ” the 
v isit of the graciou s King and Qu een were filled 
with editorials denou ncing John Bu ll and his 
allies for failing to p ay the war debt, and a 
great many p eop le were say ing “nev er again.” 
The recent tu rning ou t of the crowds of Amer­ 
ican p eop le to see the roy al v isitors might seem 
to indicate that ou r p eop le — like other p eop les 
— hav e short memories. Bu t this is not entirely 
the case. Americans hav e a way of keep ing bu si­ 
ness and what they regard as society , sep arate, 
and they are not to be ou tdone by hosp itality 
any where on the globe. 
Bu t as for the debt — well, that’s another q u es­ 
tion, and we shall p robably hear more comp laint 
from ou r side of the Atlantic once the King and 
Qu een are safely back in Windsor Castle. This 
m atter of hav ing short memories works two way s. 
By all means we want to remain cordial to­ 
ward Great Britain bu t not cordial enou gh to 
get ou t on the end of a limb again at a cost of 
sev eral thou sand liv es and forty billion dollars.

Owning 
real estate was worse than own­ 
ing nothing, when » the p rop erty 
cou ld neither be rented nor sold. 


The way to know is to do the 
thing. 


COLLAPSE OF THE 
UNITED STATES 
The final coming of p eace 
fou nd the world with an infin­ 
itely greater cap acity to p rodu ce 
than it had to consu me—and the 
first class to feel the resu lts of 
this situ ation in America was 
the farm p op u lation. The indu s­ 
trial and bu siness p op u lation en­ 
tered a seriou s dep ression in 
1929—bu t the farmer entered his 
dep ression almost six y ears earl­ 
ier. 
The farm er’s distress was du e 
to a combination of low p rices 
and high tax es. The high tax es 
were inev itable u nder a tax ing 
sy stem which has alway s laid the 
heav iest tax bu rden u p on the 
owner of real estate. The low 
p rices were du e to the fact that 
there were far too many acres of 
land in the world emp loy ed in 
growing wheat and other hu man 
foods and fabric materials. 
Millions of farm p eop le were 
starv ed ou t of 
farming and 
mov ed to the towns and cities. 
In the meantime the city p eop le 
thou ght it was too bad abou t the 
farmers, bu t then, the farmers 
were alway s comp laining abou t 
something or other. The city 
p eop le were too bu sy getting rich 
in the stock market to bother 
v ery mu ch abou t the farmer. 
Any one cou ld make money in 
the stock market in those day s. 
All y ou had to do was to bu y 
shares of stock—any old stock— 
and in the nex t day or two y ou 
cou ld sell it at a p rofit. The fin­ 
ancial and indu strial centers be­ 
came infected with an acu te case 
of stock-market madness and 
the disease sp read down throu gh 


the general p u blic. Indu strial 
bankers and p romoters were bu sy 
bu y ing u p ex isting bu siness con­ 
cerns; 
factories—banks—hotels 
—theatres—dep artment stores— 
any thing that cou ld be grou p ed 
together in a new corp oration. 
Many of these indiv idu al u nits 
were bankru p t or ou t of date— 
many of them were p u rchased 
for two or three times what they 
were worth. Bu t these facts were 
of no imp ortance to either the 
p romoter or the p u blic. This was 
the day of consolidations — of 
big bu siness—of indu strial tru sts 
and 
commercial 
tru sts 
and 
amu sement tru sts and inv est­ 
ment tru sts and v oting tru sts. 
New stock issu es were snap p ed 
u p by the hu ngry gamblers as 
fact as they were p laced on the 
market. 
And 
for 
the 
more 
cau tiou s 
inv estor 
there 
were 
foreign bonds — German and 
Brazilian and Argentinian and 
what not—often p u rchased by 
“inv estment” bankers throu gh 
bribery —often 
sold 
by 
them 
throu gh misrep resentation. 
In the meantime there were 
p lenty of danger signals tor 
those who were not color-blind. 
The gov ernment had been forced 
to p ractically p rohibit immigra­ 
tion in order to p rev ent millions 
of Eu rop eans from swamp ing ou r 
labor market — and ou r cities 
were swarming with u nemp loy ed 
workers. 
Cou ntry banks in the farm 
sections had loaned their money 
on land when it was selling at 
war p rices. Now the farmer was 
bankru p t — and soon the cou n­ 
try bank was likewise bankru p t. 
The railroads had been taken 
off their gu ard. They had been 
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asleep at the switch. Holding 
mu ch of their old-time control 
of state legislatu res—they had 
done nothing to interfere with 
the bu ilding of concrete roads 
throu ghou t the nation—and they 
finally awoke to find that these 
free roads were making it p os­ 
sible for the p riv ate au tomobile 
and the bu s to take all the p rofit 
ou t of the p assenger-hau ling 
bu siness—and lor motor tru cks 
to take all of the p rofit ou t of 
he 
freight-hau ling 
bu siness. 
And the p riv ate au tomobile had 
already 
wrecked 
the 
earning 
p ower of the street car lines in 
all ex cep t a few cities. 
The mov ement of city p eop le 
from p riv ate homes to ap art­ 
ment 
bu ildings 
had 
created 
hav oc in the lu mber indu stry 
and the fu rnitu re indu stry and | 
ev ery other indu stry and p rofes­ 
sion and trade that was dep en­ 
dent u p on the p riv ate home for 
ex istence. And changes in sty les 
in women’s wearing ap p arel— 
the comp lete switch from cotton 
and wool to silk and silk-su bsti- 
tu tes—the elimination of u nder­ 
garments and trimmed hats — 
the change from high leather 
shoes to slip p ers of fabric m ater­ 
ials—the elimination of sev eral 
y ards of material from each dress 
— these and scores of similar 
changes ru ined the earning p ow­ 
er of millions u p on millions of 
dollars of inv ested cap ital. 
Inv entions came so fast that 
no indu stry was able to keep 
abreast of them. Great indu stries 
were comp letely demoralized by 
a single inv ention. 
A new m a­ 
chine, or a great new factory , 
might become ou t of date be­ 
fore it was in actu al op eration. 
The 
enormou s coal - mining 
bu siness was in a bad way and 
rap idly 
getting 
worse. 
There 
were far too many mines—and 
far too many miners—and a con­ 
stantly diminishing market for 
coal. 
Still the stock market went u p 
and u p . The “inv estors” p aid no 
attention to the red lights of 
warning. A man. cou ld make as 
mu ch money in a week or a 
month as he cou ld make at his 
regu lar job in a y ear. 
What finally hap p ened is com­ 
mon knowledge—for it hap p en­ 
ed so recently . The stock market 
crashed in the fall of 1929 and 
ev entu ally ru ined a great m a­ 
jority of the millions of p eop le

It is q u ite obv iou s that no one 
fu lly ap p reciated what was to 
follow the stock-market crash— 
for the bu siness dep ression was 
the resu lt of conditions q u ite 
different from those which had 
p recip itated and attended p rev ­ 
iou s dep ressions and p anics. Ex ­ 
p erience had set ou t no gu ide- 
p osts to mark the rou te to re­ 
cov ery . 
Financial and p olitical and 
bu siness and editorial leaders 
bitterly contested the idea that 
there was su ch a thing as ov er­ 
p rodu ction. How cou ld there be 
ov erp rodu ction in a world where 
millions of p eop le had less than, 
enou gh to eat—where millions of 
p eop le did not hav e an ex tra 
shirt—where millions of p eop le 
did not hav e a bathroom or a 
radio or an electric icebox or an 
au tomobile. They contended that 
the trou ble was du e to u ndercon­ 
su mp tion.

Forest fires don’t bu rn in con­ 
v enient p laces, bu t in remote 
sections where only a rancher 
and his horse or a forest serv ice 
ou tp ost and a gold p rosp ector 
are av ailable to fight them.
